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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1-19 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1-15 have been previously 
withdrawn from further consideration 



2. Claims 16-19 are under consideration in this Office Action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S. C § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not 
supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility. 

Applicant's arguments filed 05/22/2006 have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 
Applicants' position is that amended claims 16-19 have utility for providing methods for 
determining if a cell is neoplastic. The examiner respectfully disagrees for reasons of record as 
supplemented below. 

The claims as amended are directed toward a method of using SEQ ID NOs: 1, 3, 5, or 7 
for detenriining neoplasia in any cell. As stated in the previous Office action the specification 
discloses the nucleotide sequences of SEQ ID NO: 1, SEQ ID NO: 3, SEQ ID NO: 5, and SEQ 
ID NO: 7 and the deduced amino acid sequences of SEQ ID NO: 2, SEQ ID NO: 4, SEQ ID NO: 
6, and SEQ ID NO: 8. 

The specification does not disclose the specific function of the polynucleotides and 
proteins or their relationship to any specific disease. A "specific utility" is a utility that is specific 
to the subject matter claimed. This contrasts with a general utility that would be applicable to the 
broad class of the invention. For example, a claim to a polynucleotide whose use is disclosed 
simply as a "gene probe" or "chromosome marker" would not be considered to be specific in the 
absence of a disclosure of a specific DNA target. Similarly, a general statement of diagnostic 
utility, such as diagnosing an unspecified disease, would ordinarily be insufficient absent a 
disclosure of what condition can be diagnosed. 

Utilities that require or constitute carrying out further research to identify and/or 
reasonably confirm a specific use are not substantial and do not provide a specific benefit. Thus, 
the claimed invention for using the recited polynucleotide of SEQ ID NOs: 1, 3, 5, and 7 has no 
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specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility. 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C § 112, 1st Paragraph 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

'6. Claim 16-19 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, since the 
claimed invention is not supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well 
established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not know 
how to use the claimed invention. 



Conclusion 

7. No claim is allowed.
